For the moment, 
however, all these matters, important as they 
are, are overshadowed by the vital issue 
with which the country is faced. That issue 
is perfectly clear, On the one hand you have 
the Treaty, the Free State, and a proud 
siace in the British Empire. On the other 
hand you have Mr. de Valera’s empty for- 
mula, an impoverished and outlawed Republic, 
with every man’s hand against it. The Free 
state Government at the moment is vur 
only safeguard against national vwuicide, and 
ii is because Mr. Good is prepared to stand 
shoulder to shoulder with the overnment on 
this issue that I have presided at this meet- 
ny 
‘I hope that there will be no absentees on 
Thursday. In a crisis like this men and 
women who refuse to vote brand themselves 
as political poltroons. In voting next Thurs- 
day for Mr. Good you will be doing your duty 
as citizens. He is no stranger to Rathmines, 
and you may be sure that our interests will 
be safe in his hands” 

THE CANDIDATE. 

Ar. Good said that none of them who 
had studied the position in which the 
Government found itself after the vote of 
confidence could but conclude that it took the 
only step “open to it in the circumstances 
‘Hear, hear.) 

He had no change of policy to announce, 
Ile would support the Government in all 
Constitutional matters, for law and order 
ud good government. To that policy he 
was prepared to give his whole-hearted sup- 
port, as he had tried to do in the past. 
\Applause.) He would, however, reserve to 
himself the right to criticise any proposals 
put forward if he was satisfied that they 
were not in the best interests of the State., 
That was the reason he was standing as an 
independent candidate.’> (Hear, hear.) 

The issue of the election was the support 
of the Treaty and Constitution on the one 
hand, and opposition: to the Treaty on the 
other. So far as he -was concerned, the 
Treaty and the Constitution would have his 
whole-hearted support. ., (Applause. ) 

lt was time that. the question of the Treaty 
was settled——-the Treaty which was signed just 

: years ago. The strife and turmoil that 
had arisen around that issue was good 
neither for the State nor for its trade and 
commerce, 

A CANCELLED CONTRACT. 

He was afraid that many people who had 
expressed an opinion on the tariff: question 
were not aware of the' disturbance and dis- 
location that had been caused by the long 
controversy over that important issue. 
Doubtless, all of them had come across cases 
in which trade had suffered from the 
recent troubles in the country. He had 
before his mind one instance. It was a con- 
tract placed in the city within the last three 
months for work costing £30,000. The 
foundations of a building were being 
laid. When the murder of Mr. Kevin 
O'Higgins took place that work was 
cancelled—work which would have meant the 
employment of a hundred men for twelve 
months, all of which had been lost. That 
was the kind of loss that resulted from strife 
aud turmoil. He therefore trusted that one 
of the results of the election would be that 
the question of the Treaty and the Constitu- 
tion would be ‘settled once and\for all. (Ap- 
plause.) 

OBLIGATIONS. heme 

They had in this election’ one large political’ 
party (Fianna Fail) voluntarily actepting the 
oath, and immediately afterwards repudiating 
its obligation. In addition, they had the 
leaders of the same political party telling 
them that if they got into power they would 
repudiate the liabitity to Great Britain for 
the land annuities, which were to pay the 
interest and sinking fund on moneys advanced 
by Great Britain to the farmers of Ireland in 
order that they might purchase their holdings 
on reasonable terms. 

If that party got into power, what would 
other countries with which the Free State 
did a large volume of trade think of the 
(jovernment which repudiated an _ oath 
voluntarily taken, ‘and also repudiated the 
payment of a debt’ properly entered into? 
What would a business man think of a 
customer who would repudiate a debt? If a 
person repudiated a debt and wanted to con- 
tinue to do business with that man, would 
not the business man demand cash for any 
further transactions? Countries would take 
the same view of a State repudiating its law- 
ful debt, (Applause. ) 

Business could not be carried on in such 
circumstances as they had in the years 1921, 
1922 and 1923, when their credit in the Free 
State was not Jooked upon favourably by 
other countries. They knew of the difficulties 
of trade at that time, when other countries 
said to them they would have to send cash 
with orders. Therefore, it would bé a very’: 
serious matter for thg trade and commerce of 
the country if that policy were carried out.. 


(.\pplause. ) Bi 
TARIFFS. 

Fianna Fail told them that the proper way 
to establish stability in the Free State was 
to hedge the country with fariffs. A _ tariff 
was a two-edged sword. The proposal was 


to cut off trade with Great Britain by setting 
up tariffs. Knowing, as he said, the minds 
of the business men of Great Britain, he was, 
satisfied that the. adoption of that. policy 
would be immediately followed by a policy of: 
retaliation in Great Britain, the effect of 
which would be ruinous to the Free State. 

Great Britain sent to the Free State eve 
year approximately £60,000,000, and, wit 
Northern Ireland, ‘took from the Free State. 
about £45,000,000 worth of agricultural pro- 
duce. Supposing the Free State refused ‘to 
take her goods, and she refused the produce 
of the Free State, what would be the result? 
Out of every four cattle produced in the Free 
State Great Britain took three. 

If the demand of Great Britain were cut off, 
instead of producing four cattle every year the 
Irish farmer would only produce one. What 
was to become ef the poor farmer? He had’ 
no CEE “sis poner and he would be’ 
ruined. e could not pay the shopkeeper, 
the shopkeeper could sab SE the dA How i 
and they would have chaos and bankruptcy. 
in the State. That would be the result of a 
tariff policy. 

Instead of such a policy, he would urge 
that they should cultivate closer relations 
with Great Britain and Northern Ireland. 
(Applause. ) 

He had put that case up to some of “the 
letders of Fianna Fail, and had asked them 
what they would do if their policy happened 
to turn out a failure. They replied that

Addressing a meeting at Clondalkin last 
night, Mr. J. A. O'Neill, Cumann na nGaed- 
heal candidate, said that as a practical farmer 
he could say that the Government did some- 
thing for the farmers. The agricultural grant 
had been doubled since 1924. \A Land Act 
was introduced which, in a couple of years, 
dealt with more land than all the other Land 
Acts passed. For Labour a deal had 
been dohe. A policy of tarifis had been 
adopted which increased employment. That 
more was not done for the workers, he was 
sure, was due to the internal fight which the 
Government had had to wage for a number 
of years. The tax on tea had been reduced 
from 8d. a 
had also been reduced. 

Their largest opponents said that the key- 
note of the election was finance. There were 
a number of schemes waiting to be financed, 
notably the Agricultural Credit Corporation. 
It was nece , in order to carry on the 
business of the State, that ten million pounds 
must be borrowed very shortly. They main- 
tained that the money could be raised in 
Ireland. Their largest opponents said that 
the money could be got from Amefica. 

A Voice—‘‘ They could get it out of the 

banks if we went back to 1922." " 
If the Cumann na nGaedheal Party did' not 
get a large majority they could not get the 
money. At the last by-election there were 
53, voters in County Dublin who did not 
vote. Some, of course, were dead. (A 
Voice—‘‘A lot of the dead ones voted.”’) “I

joined Mr. Cosgrave’s party, and because 
others, while retaining their independenc® 
are supporting his general policy, the 
shout of “ English treachery !” is bellowed 
to the skies. The Government, it seems, 
with the aid of these converts, is engaged 
in a dark conspiracy to sacrifice Irish in- 
terests to English greed. A semblance of 
political freedom may be preserved, but a 
financial bondage will be created under 
which our Irish farmers and traders will 
become hewers of wood and drawers of 
water for London's money-spinners. To 
this end the Government's campaign funds 
for the present election are being swollen 
by huge subscriptions from Lord Beaver- 


attempt is made to prove these grotesque 
charges—save by the Carrollian formula 
that, “if you say it three times, it is 
true '—but we must not dismiss them as 
mere devices of unscrupulous electioneer- 
ing. They have a larger significance; for 
they reveal a condition of mind. The con- 
ception of a united Ireland is unknown to 
the men who now seek to defeat Mr. 
Cosgrave’s Government. They do not, 
and. cannot, -contemplate a national 
society. which, existing in free and 
harmonious partnership with England, 
will find room for various schools of politi- 
cal and economic thonght and of intel- 
lectual. culture. For them no Government 
ever will be tolerable which will not per- 


tyranny on the whole nation. 

In so far as the suspicion of a British 
“ plot’’ is genuine it betrays an infantile 
ignorance of history. The phenomena 
which alarm Mr. de Valera and his friends 
—the Free State Government’s improving 
relations with England and with national 
minorities—are the normal and expected 
results of political settlement. When any 
two countries find that treaties between 
them are being observed with the strictest 
honour on both sides their relations 
naturally advance from respect into 
friendship. When minorities find that 
they are getting fait treatment from a 
Government they dismiss their fears and 
tend gradually to become active supporters 
of that Government. The process of re- 
conciliation has been delayed in this case 
by the tug of dear traditions and of cruel 
memories. It will not be complete until 
continuing contact and continuing pro- 
cesses of adjustment have done their work, 
but ‘at last it is making visible progress. 
Since the political issues have been settled 
the surviving causes of difference between 
Mr: Cosgrave’s Government and the old 
minorities are found to be few. The pre- 
sent Government can be described as a con- 
servative Government, and as such is a 
proper Government for a _ conservative 
country. It stands for law; it respects 
freedom of thought; it welcomes the co- 
is sound. A recognition of this large 
restore a vanished order—explains the 
support that Mr. Cosgrave’s Government 
receives increasingly from the classes 
which formerly were loyal to the British 
régime in Ireland and stil] are loyal to the 
British Empire. :

| Poland’s Plea. : 
At the meeting of the League of Nations 
Assembly, in Geneva yesterday, M. Sokal, 
chief of the Polish delegation, proposed a 
resolution of much importance. He in- 
vited the League to declare solemnly that 
all. war “as, and remained, prohibited, and 
that all pacific means must be employed 
for the settlements of disputes between 
nations. Members of the League, con- 
cludes the resolution, shall be under an 
obligation to conform to these principles. 
In effect, M. Sokal’s resolution is merely 
a reassertion of the main principles of the 
League Covenant ; but, in his opinion and 
in that of many other enthusiastic mem- 
bers of the League, it is necessary that 
the position shall be made perfectly clear. 
Poland has a real dread of German aggres- 
sion. She knows that the German people 
have not acquiesced in the realignment of 
their Eastern frontiers, and that certain 
sections of German opinion are deter- 
mined to seize the first opportunity to re- 
cover what was lost in the war. For that 
reason the Polish delegation at Geneva 
has been trying to secure the’ consent of 
the Great Powers to a protocol, by which 
the frontiers of the smaller States of 
Europe will be guaranteed in perpetuity 
That move has failed, largely because the 
British Government refuses to bind itself 
to any military or naval commitments, 
and M. Sokal has introduced his resolu- 
tion as the next best thing. The pro- 
hibition of war is easy to declare, but 
would be extremely difficult to put into 
practice. All sensible men will agree 
most heartily with the object of M. 
Sokal’s resolution. War certainly ought 
to be outlawed, and all civilisation is 
tending towards that end; but at present 
the League of Nations has no sanctions 
with which to support its decrees, and a 
prohibition of this kind in the circum- 
stances might invite defiance. Dr. 
Stresemann, the German Foreign Minister, 
expressed the view yesterday that a 
solemn declaration by the League in con- 
demnation of violent methods would have 
a very great moral effect throughout the 
world. He offered, on behalf of Germany, 
to sign the compulsory arbitration clause 
of the Hague Convention, thus very effec- 
tively taking much of the wind out of 
Poland’s sails ; for M. Sokal’s main effort 
has been to safeguard his country against 
the Germans. M. Briand also declared 
his sympathy with the ideals of peace, 
and, indeed, all the delegates are in com- 
plete official accord with M. Sokal. The 
resolution has been circulated among the 
members of the Assembly, and the dis- 
cussion has been adjourned to give them 
an opportunity of consulting their Govern- 
ments, We have no doubt that some kind 
of declaration will be made by the League, 
piously endorsing the Polish - resolution, 
and that, as Dr. Stresemann says, it will 
have a good effect on public opinion 
throughout the world ; but it will not put 
an end to war. Our London Correspon- 
dent tells us to-day that Russia, France, 
Italy, and even Germany, are building 
huge air fleets. M. Sokal may propose a 
score of resolutions at Geneva in perfect 
good faith, but the militarists now, as 
heretofore, have the last word. 
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Censorship of Books. 


Literary censorship in the United States 
seems to employ the leisure of a consider- 
able body of citizens. A number of private 
socisties exists in that country which have 
for their object the elevation of public 
morals. These societies frequently have 
enough influence to prescribe the publica- 
tions which shall be suppressed by State 
or municipal authorities, and their zeal 
sometimes is so excessive as to defeat the 
object of legitimate censorship. According 
to the New York Correspondent of the 
Manchester Guardian, Boston has banned 
so many books lately that it is now 
regarded as an interesting news item if a 
book is permitted to go on sale there. 
When a sensational play dealing with a 
former presidential régime was produced 
in Philadelphia this week efforts were 
made to obtain a court injunction against 
it, and, although the injunction was not 
granted, the theatre-owner refused to 
allow further performances. The main 
result of these sweeping prohibitions in 
America has been to enhance the sales of 
several mediocre novelists and dramatists. 
It is curious that in a part of the world 
where a very different system of govern- 
ment prevails— Soviet Russia — recent 
visitors report yet more stringent efforts 
in literary censorship. Most books on 
religion. are probibited totally, and the 
Gospels are not allowed in the smaller 
libraries.

Lord Thomeon’s View. 


Lord Thomson, an ex-Minister of. Air, 
remarked to-day that the extraordinary 
craze to fly the Atlantic is very like the 
charge of Balaclava. It is magnificent, 
but not aviation. He is of the opinion 
that the ger element in long and 
hazardous attempts of this kind is a 
mistake, but he is opposed to legislation. 
Enterprise cannot be curbed in that way, 
though something must be done to stop 
what may not be air suicide, but in some 
cases seems to be very like it. In the 
interests of common-sense there ought to be 
some action, based on airworthiness, that 
takes into account the difference between 
flying for three hundred miles and three 
thousand miles without a stop. Lord 
Thomson thinks that the matter is one for 
concerted action by airmen themselves, 


Captain Tully a Sisters. 


The two young sisters of Captain Tully, 
Miss Moira and Miss Margaret Tully, who 
left their home in Dublin two days ago, 
hoping to be among the first to greet their 
brother at Croydon -on his arrival, are 
awaiting any news that may come in a 
boarding-house in Maida Vale. They are 
in constant touch with the Air Ministry, 
but it can give them no news. The last 
time the two sisters saw their brother was 
four years ago, when he went to Canada, 
while they lost two other brothers in the 
war. If there is no news soon, the sisters 
have made up their minds to return to 
Dublin, since there is nothing that they 
can do in London. 


A Duty on Barley. 


Reports are current that the Government 
proposes to reconsider the question of im- 
posing duties on malting barley. It is 
highly improbable that this is the case; 
for, speaking in Lincolnshire before sail- 
ing for Canada, Mr. Baldwin referred to 
the difficulties in the way of collecting such 
a duty. The Government has been advised 
that the imposition of the duty on all 
imported barley would be practicable from 
the point of view of collection, but this 
would not suit the farmers who use im- 
ported barley for feeding purposes. 


Air Fleets. 


How soon will this country catch the 
fever for a great agglomeration of aero- 
planes? Russia is forcing its people to 
contribute to the building of a vast aerial 
navy, while it is announced to-day that 
Italy also is engaged in collecting the 
money for new aeroplanes from every city 
and village, some of the greater cities 
offering the supplies for,as many as a 
score. France has something like eleven 
hundred first-line aeroplanes, and some 
thousands beyond that, and Germany also 
is building airships and airplanes at & 
rapid rate. The League of Nations may 
well discuss disarmament; for the exist- 
ence of great air fleets is as much a 
danger to the world’s peace as a great 
navy or army. 


A Book of Remembrance. 


The great Book of Remembrance pre- 
sented to Sir Austen” Chamberiain has 
been on view at the Foreign Office for n 
few days,’but it is now to be removed to 
the British Museum, where it will remain 
in perpetuity. On arrival it will be 
opened for public inspection for a few 
days. The book is not so big as the reports 
iplicate. It has between three and four 
tyvindred pages, and is about fifteen inches 
wide. It is bound in red Morocco, with 
the British arms in gold.’ The cover is 
most beautifully tooled in gold and inlaid 
with crimson silk panels. It contains a 
number of examples of the work of great 
French artists, with reproductions of old 
prints and manuscripts, illustrations of 
landscapes, cities and monuments, as wel! 
as some very’ interesting contributions 
from eminent authors and scientists. Ln 
the British Museum it probably will find 
a resting place near the magnificent 
volumes representing the [Irish War 
Memorial. 


Fish Marketing. § 


The report of the Imperial Economic 
Committee dealing with the marketing of 
fish has for its principal recommendation 
that research should be instituted with the 
object of improving the methods of pre- 
serving fish from the moment when it has 
been caught to the moment when it reaches 
the consumer, and that such fresearct 
should be based on (a) a central station 
at a fishery port in Great Britain; (b) a 
specially constructed vessel, and (c) a 
Canadian station in the maritime 

rovinces. It is suggested further that the 

overnments of the United Kingdom and 
of Canada should encourage co-operation 
and correlation between the two. stations 
in order to cheapen costs and secure more 
rapid results, and, in view of the interests 
of the Irish Free State and Newfoundland 
in the North Atlantic fisheries, it is hoped 
that they will endeavour to enlist the 
active interest of the Governments of these 
countries. 


Irish Roses. 


One of the finest collections in the 
National Rose Show at the Royal Horti- 
cultural Hall this morning was that of 
Mr. Samuel McGredy, of Portadown, 
which arrived only an hour before the time 
fixed for the opening of the Show. The 
Irish mail was delayed by a truck loose on 
the line; and in consequence a van laden 
with roses was held up as well.

The highly. inflammable nature of the 
material iin which the firm dealt caused 
the fire to envelop the entire building 
within a few seconds, cutting off escape 
by the stairs. Many of the employés, 
including a number of girls, jumped from 
windows into the Regent's Cana], which 
runs at the back of the premises. The 
woman and girls who were trapped in the 
blazing workroom, and whose charred 
bodies afterwards were found huddled in 
a ‘corner, were :— 
Lilian Eliza Wells, 
street, Paddington. 
May Smith, aged 19, Equity Buildings, 
St. Pancras. 

Mrs., Grace Bartlett, aged 27, Spencer 
road, London, N.W. 

Ada Barker, agéd 15, Little Rambolt 
street, London, N.W. 

Six of the injured persons were taken 
to St. Pancras’s Hospital, where two were 
detained—Bert. Crosby, aged 16, of Fleet 
road, Hampstead, and H. Wingrove, a 
foreman, of St. Paul's road, Camden 
square. It was learned on inquiry last 
night that they were comfortable and not 
on the danger list. The other four were 
not detained in hospital. 

Crosby was uninjured when he first 
escaped from the burning building. With 
great courage, however, he attempted to 
re-enter to rescue a screaming girl, but 
the flames caught him and. he staggered 
back badly burned, 


EYE-WtTNESSES’ STORIES. 

An employé of a firm next door told a 
newspaperman that he was in the court- 
yard at the side of the factory, when 
suddenly he heard a great roar. 

“I looked: up and saw a big sheet of 
flame. [I could see about six girls and a 
Jew men inside the building. They made 
one frantic rush for the . door, but it 
seemed hopeless for some of them to 
escape. I rushed into the road, but was 
scorched before I got very far.” 

Another eye-witness said that the girls 
were on fire when they jumped into the 
canal. Within a few minutes of the 
alarm being given, nearly twenty fire- 
engines arrived and got to work with 
feverish haste. 

The flames were quickly stemmed, and 
soon the building was surrounded by water 
a foot deep. 

A cordon of mounted and foot police 
was placed to keep back the huge crowds 
which flocked round the premises. 

Some of the girls who jumped into the 
canal scrambled to the bank, and were 
assisted out. 


LAST GLIMPSE OF DOOMED GIRLS. 

Kitty White and May Tapp, the only 
girls to escape from the winding room, 
were in tears when seen in a neighbouring 
house soon afterwards. 

“We were winding films,” said Miss 
White, “and some of the six girls were 
singing at their work. - Suddenly I saw a 
ball of flame like a great football, which 
seemed to burst, and filled the room with 
a mass of flame instantly. 

“May and I were nearest the door. 
We screamed and ran out, and got clear 
through the motor yard. As I glanced 
back through the door, I saw the others 
huddled together at the end of the room. 
It was lucky for us that we were just 
at the door. Had we been further in the 
room we should have been trapped, 
because the flames filled the whole room.” 

Mr. S. H. Gainsbury; who was in the 
Nogi Studio, adjoining the film factory, 
said to a reporter: | 

“The first thing I heard was a series 
of heartrending screams—girls’ screams. 
I looked out of the window and saw a 
few little flames darting in and out of the 
windows of the building. Then there 
was a terrific crash and a vivid flash of 
flame. 

“All our windows were instantly 
smashed. I was standing by the window 
overlooking the canal’ at the time, and 
when the explosion occurred I was flung 
back violently into the room.”’ 


ESCAPED DOWN DRAINPIPE. 

Mr. M. E. R. Scott, who was also in 
the studio, told a Press Association repre- 
sentative that when he heard the crash he 
rushed to the door,* and, opening it, 
found the stairs were a mass of flame. 

“There were six of us in the room, all 
men. The heat was so terrific that it 
forced us back from the door to the 
window. Gradually the flames gained on 
us until they almost licked our feet. The 
fumes were overpowering. We beckoned 
frantically to a barge which was passing 
down the canal to come to our assistance. 
“Meanwhile I scrambled with Mr. 
Gainsbury out of the window, and we 
made our way down a drainpipe. I had 
got half-way down when I slipped, tearing 
my hands badly. The next thing I 
remembered was that I had landed on the 
deck of the barge. 
“Two of my companions had mear.while 
jumped into the water and swi') thirty 
vards or so -to.a quay and safety.
